LASS 
GRAIN MOVEMENTS. 
" Mr. Wood is shipping from his ware- 
house this week twenty cars (10,000 


_ bushels) of barley, and is bringing in 


three cars of peas and five cars of oats, 
Barley has ruled high this year—75 ets 
per bushel having been paid here in 
the months of October and November. 
The market then became weak, and 
gradually dropped—70 cts. being now 
paid for full weight, bright barley. 
Our market prices here have been du- 
ving the season equal at all ‘times to 
‘Belleville—70 cts. now being the high- 
est price paid there for fall weight, 
bright barley. The market outside has 
not materially advanced, but the de- 
mand is firmer. There can be no reason 
for expecting an advance, from the fact 
that money is 80 close on the other side 
that maltsters are buying on three 
month’s credit ; and if even there was 
& small advance pn the outside the mar- 
gins are so cloze here it would not effect 
the local market, Many are looking 
for a decided break in the market, as so 
many buyers have been holding, hopiag 


for un advance after the holidays, that 


‘when they mast sell the pressure on the 
market will force prices down, particu- 
larly if cash must be got from the malt- 
sters. The short crop of oats, and the 
yeh “no crop” of peas, has compell- 
‘d the bringing in of grain to supply 
‘the local demand of iumbermen. 

Mr. F. Rollins has been sending 
large quantities of feed to the back- 
woods, running up, we understand, to 
hundreds of tons. He has had to bring 
in large quantities of wheat for his mill 
—the last lot, we understand, being 
about 5000 bushels. This roller mill 
has become an institution of much value 
to the place, and it is to be hoped will 
prove profitable to the owner. 

Wheat now brings,at the warehouses, 
80cts. The importations aré largely 
“ Manitoba spring.”. What a change

A GOOD RXAMPLE. 


In the matter of subseribing for ne wapapiers 
the Government sets a good example to the 
people. The departments expend a total of 
£12 000 annnally for this purpose and no 
doubt the information thus brought to the 
fountain head well repays the outlay. A story 
is tela of one of the sub-heads exclaiming, 
*“*At last { have fouid an honest newapaper 
man. Here's a publisher credits us with $2 
on a subscription of which we would have no 
recollection."” The bill read :—~" To two 
years sabscription to the Cape Bretun — 
$12; by amount overpaid on last account $2 ; 
bal. $10.’ The correspondents to whom he 
spoke quietly got the file of the paper and 
pointed out that the onlinary subscription 
price of the weekly wax $1 a year! In all 
Canada there are about 666 newspapers and 
periodicals, Of these 72 are daily, 12 tri- 
weekly, 21 seyni-weekly, 453 weekly, 13 semi- 
monthly and"74 monthly. Ontario has 397, 
Quebec 113. According to the last census 
returns the printing offices employ 5,311 
hands. Of these 5,310 knew more than the 
editor. During a session of Parliament the 
newspapers receive about 5,000,000 words of 
reports by wire, 

ROYAL MILITARY COLLEGE, 


Efforts are being made to affiliate the King- 
ston Military College with the aniversities so 
that the course at Kingston will count as an 
arts course and allow such éf the cadets as 
desire to study law without undergoing special 
examination. The gradvates attended a re- 
union banquet Saturday evening in Ottawa’, 
There are now about 115 graduates of- whom 
35 have entered the British army. Only six 
of the graduates are said to be in the United 
States. At present there are over 75 cadets 
at the college taught by a staff of 17 profes- 
sors who cost $33,006 forsalaries. The total 
annual cost of the college is $60,000. 


THE RAILWAY COMMISSION, 


The Royal Commission appointed in 1886 
to take evidence in regard to Dominion rail- 
ways has just completed its labors and Mr. 
Lonergan, the Secretary, was in town yester- 
day presenting the feport to the Secretary of 
State. The recommendations made are 
understood to be important and unanimous 
but they will probably remain a secret till 
the meeting of Parliament. Mr. Lonergan 
told me yesterday that the report is a most 
comprehensive one.

The annual report of the Department 
of railways,-to be issued this week, will show 
that there are 11,221 miles over which traffic
